Syrian Cabinet 
ratifies 3-way 
federation 


DAMASCUS (Reuter). — The Syrian 
Cabinet yesteniay ratified the ag- 
Treement setting up the Federation 
of Arab Republics comprising Egypt, 
Libya and Syria, it was officially 
announced. here. 

A statement issued after the 
meeting — convened to study the 
agreement announced in Benghazi, 
Libya, on April 17 — aaid ‘the 
meastire was a nucleus and a firm 
foundation for pan-Arab unity. 

“The federation is also a pre- 
requisite for the battle against the 
Zionist invaders and imperialist 
forces," the statement added. 

The newly-formed People’s Coun- 
cil (parHament) 49 expected to en- 
dorse the agreement at ita next 
session on May 15. Syrians will 
then be asked to accept or reject 
it in 8 plebiscite on September 1. 
A similar step will be simulta- 
neously taken in Egypt and Libya. 

(In Cairo, the Egyptian Middle 
East News Agency teported: Sudan's 
jeader, Major-General Jaafer Nu- 
metry, as saying yesterday his 
country would shortly join the tri- 
parties federation, in a speech at 
Wad Madani, Blue Nile province.

He also praised the federation 
of Egypt, Libya end Syria, express 
ing hope that it would close Aral ‘Arab 
ranks. 

“Judging from the radio and TV 
broadcasts, Hussein was warmly ap- 
Plauded by the citizens of Arman, 
which — following aoe Ἐς year 
of unrest — appeared q 
festive. Reports indicated that the 
celebrations went without incident, 
suggesting that the evacuation of 
the terrorists and their weaponry 
had deen completed.

Egyptian statesmen are believed 
to be worried about Israel’s reac- 
tions to an Egyptian opening of fire, 
and about how well thelr own de- 
fences will stand up to the inevitable 
Israeli counter-attacks. The period 
of the cease-fire is believed to have 
softened the Egyptian front line 
units, and it will not be easy for egy 
them to revert to a war-time re- 
gime again, especially since they 
can expect heavier Israeli artillery 
counter-fire and aerial bombardments 
than ever before. This relates to a 
Tesumption of hostilities along the 
lines of the “war of attrition.” The 
prospects of any attempt to cross 
the Canal are, and the Egyptians 
mow this, at best highly dubious. 

The conclusions frere are that the 
Egyptians are likely to exhaust all 
means before resorting to 8. shoot- 
ing war again in the hope — their 
only hope — that something will 
eventually “give.” . 

Egyptian explorations are expect- 
ed to take time. Foreign re- 
ports yesterday suggesting that a 
mew conflict may be unavoidable by 
late summer seem to be a shrewd 
evaluation of the present situation. 
But IsraeH opinion was summarized 
‘by the Chief of Staff in ‘his televised 
interview on Sunday when he said: 
“I am not one of those willing to 
take predictions.
